Like 
the  rhododendrons,  they  will  not  live  in  limey  soil.  Most  of  them  like  shade. 

The  dwarf  varieties  fit  in  the  flower-  or  rock-garden,  or  may  be  used  to 
edge  the  shrub  or  evergreen  planting. 

All  Azaleas  dug  with  ball  of  earth  about  the  roots,  tightly  sewed  in  burlap, 
and  will  stand  shipping  and  transplanting  perfectly.
